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SUMMARY::

Based on latest official trade figures available from the Directorate General of Commercial
Intelligence and Statistics, Ministry of Commerce, the estimate for walnut exports for
marketing year 2001/02 has been revised higher to 17,000 metric tons (inshelled basis).
The estimate for almonds imports for the same period was revised lower to 24,900 metric
tons (shelled basis). Estimates for consumption and ending stocks have been revised to
reflect the changes in the trade figures.
